Mr. Editor : Yesterday was county court.and, 
Recording to appointment, A. J. James addressed 
the citizens of Wayne county. He spoke two 
bcurs, and certainly made a very forcible, logi- |

He first Liid before the people the duties of the 
Attorney General. He then traced the history 
of all the par ies that h.ire eiisted from the days > 
of Jefferson to the present time, and showed that | 
the Democratic party, having the Constitution j 
for its chief corner stone, and the good of the ; 
country the goal of its ambition, had withstood 
the trials und storms of n.any years, and still re- 
mained unchanged and unchangeable — while it 
had been successively opposed by the Federal, 
Whig, American, Know-Nothing, Black Republi- 
cin, and Opposition parties; i>nd the greater partol 
these parties had always been actu.ited by impure 
raotires, having never had the welfare and pros- 
perity of our country in view, but had alw ays been 
prompted by nn inordinate desire to overthrow 
the Democracy. He then reviewed the acts of 
these parties, and showed that the Democratic 
par:y had made us what we are; that every great 
measure that had in anywise promoted the interest I 
of our nation had been introduced and carried out 
by that party ; that it had stood by and watered 
the roots of the fair and wide-spreading tree of 
liberty, whose tender branches once waved over 
three millions of freemen and thirteen Slates ; 
bnt now, under the culture of Democratic

branches. 

He then, with n search warrant and spy irlass, 
male a diligent search for some monument erect- 
ed by the Opposit ou to Democracy, on which the 
wandering pilgrim might gaze with gratitude and 
delight, and pronounce that party blessed ; and 
having explored the whole theater on which the 
Opposition had figured since the formation of 
our government, found and returned the follow- 
ing verdict: "We find and ascertain that the Op- | 
position to Democracy did once pass a Bankrupt 
Law." 

lie then showed that the Opposition party of 
itself had no power either in the North or South, 
and that their only chance to effect any thing was 
by uniting with the Republicans cf the North; and 
t iat it the Democratic party was overthrown, Black 
Republicanism would reign triumphant. This re- 
sult was inevitable; and that the suceesi of the 
Democratic party was the only way under heaven 
whereby the right* of the people could be main- 
tained and the prosperity of the L'nion be preserv- 
ed. 

When Mr. James had concluded, some of the 
Know-Nothing brethren announced that Hon. 
Sherrod Williams would address the people. The 
crowd again seated themselves and the young 
convert was sent for to give in his experience. 
Directly he appeared on the ffiand. pulled otf his 
coat, and in a speech of an hour and a half, en- 
deavored to prove to the people that he had not 
changed his position, but that the immutable De- 
mocracy had shifted their position. But the 
people of Wayne are too well acquainted with 
the history of Mr. Williams and the Democratic 
party to believe for a moment that the latter 
would be guilty of changing while the former re- 
mained steadfast. 

Mr. James replied to the honorable gentleman, 
and gave him a thrashing that he will not soon for- 
get. He said that he hoped the political parties of 
the day would not change at fast in the future as 
they have in the p»>t; for il theydid, hefearcd that 
his honorable friend, like the bufTalo bull, would 
die between the lick and the range. In a word, 
Mr. James completely demolished him. It is 
not often the Democracy of Wayne shout, but 
yesterday Mr. James' thrusts were so pointed and 
severe they could not refrain from it; and such 
shouting we have never heard in these parts be- 
fore, and for the first time beat the Opposition at 
their own game. 

Mr. Williams attempted a reply, but it was 
scattering and poin'less.

Stupid a* is this commendation of a silly letter, 
without a ptrticle of argument or proof, written 
by a rhailow aDd vacillating politician, who never 
enjoyed the confidence or respect of any of the 
parties he has bv turns encumbered with his pr<* 
ence and relieved by his desertion, the assertion* 
accompanying the indorsement deserve to be 
noticed for the arrogance and recklessness — and 
ignorance too, we should add, but for the proof 
of better knowledge in its other columns — of the 
Oppoti ion organ at the State Capital. Here are 
sundry unwarranted assumpt.ons and misstate- 
ments which no ingenuity can maintain or palliate, 
namely: 

1. That the Democratic party is unsound on the 

slavery question. 

2. That non-intervention is all that the Repub- 
licans ask for. 

.1. That Northern Democratic arguments car 
ried over Republicans to that ground. 

4. That Magoffin stands on that ground side by 
side with Republicans. 

5. That all that the Republicans ask is that 
slavery be left without protective enactments. 

6. '1 hat in the absence of protective enact- 
ments the courts are powerless. 

Let u- briefly examine ll.e-e reckless assertions: 

1. II the Democratic party is not sound on the 
slavery question we ptay to know what constitutes 
soundness, and what party is sound? The Demo 
cratic party approve the passage of the fugitive 
slave act ; the* approve the repeal of the Mis 
soiiri restriction ; they oppose any act prohibiting 
slavery in the Territories ; they are in favor of 
admitting new slave Stairs into the Union ; they 
approve the extension of the laws of the United 
States, which afford ample protection to all rights, 
property in sieves included, over the Territories: 
they re-ist the agitation of slavery in States and 
Territories, in Congress and out of it, and pledge 
their acquiescence in existing laws ; they approve 
and sustain the Supreme Court for its decision in 
the Dred Scott case ; and they are pledged to 
afford further protective legislation, should ex- 
petience prove its necessity. If this is not a 
sound record, we should like to know what party 
has made or can make a better? 

2. I* non intervention all that is asked by the 
Republicans, who, in their primary meetings, in 
all their party conventions and assemblages, in 
their actions in Congress, in their newspapers, in 
their political speeches, in their sermons and 
prayers, in their daily conversations, atd their 
nightly dreams, and in every other mode, demand 
the repeal of the fugitive slave act which Congress 
has extended as well to the Territories as to the j 
States ; who demand the repeal of every other 
act of Congress recognizing and protecting slave- 
ry ; who demand the prohibition of slavery in all 
the Territories ; who refuse the admission of any 1 
new slave State into the L'nion ; who proscribe 
able, honest, and fearlesj judges for appplying and 
inforcing law* protecting slavery ; who demand 
the reorganization of the federal judiciary for the 
object of overruling the Died Scott decision, and 
all other decisions establishing and guarding the ; 
rights incidental to slavery ; and who urge many 
other demand* of kindred character? Is all this 
nothing but innocent MM intxrvention? Why I 
it is nothing but wide sweeping, remorseltss. I 
wick ed, dangerous, unconstitutional intervkntiOh, ] 
not for the protection, but for the abrogation and i 
destruction of a'avery ! And yet the Common- 
wealth knows that the Republicans demand all 
we have mentioned, and more. Can sensibility 
to shame exist in the author of the reckless as- 
sertion, that all the Republicans ask for is com- 
plete Congressional non-intervention? 

3. This assertion is amply refuted by the state- 
ment of truths aborc. The Republicans have 
rot gone over to the ground of non intervention, I 
persuaded by Northern Democratic arguments, I 
or any other arguments ; but they persist in thtir , 
doctrine and policy of intervention, by continual 
agitation In and out of Congress. 

4. Magoffin, so far f rom standing side by »ide 
with Republicans on this ground, stands directly 
confronting and combating them and their 
schemes. They are for withdrawing all protec- 
tertion of existing laws; he is for sustaining and 
enforcing the Constitution, laws, and decisions 
protecting all property rights, slave property 
rights included.

When they shall 
have achieved this traitorous object, by repealing 
existing laws, discarding constitutional requi-i- j 
lions, and demoralizing the judiciary, then, but

COIBT OF APPEAi.SOr KENTUCKY.

vs. > Judgment of Mason. 
Drake.) 

This action was brought by Elizabeth W! 
Drake. She stated in her petition that she 
was the widow of George Drake, deceased, 
and duly qualified as his administrator. 

She alleged, in the first paragraph of her 
petition, that the defendant, Chiles, "had un- 
lawfully killed, by shooting him with a pistol, 
her said husband, George Drake, not in self- 
defense." 

In the second paragraph she alleged that 
the defendant, "by means of his wilful neglect, 
shot and killed her said husband to her great 
damage," etc. 

The defendant demurred, which was over- 
ruled, and it is now insisted that the court 
erred in that decision. Two objections were 
urged against the petition. 

1. That it docs not allege that the killing 
occurred in the time allowed by the statute 
for the prosecution of such an action. 

2. That it fails to set forth the facts which 
constitute the "unlawful neglect," by which 
the life of the husband of t lie plaintiff is al- 
leged to have been destroyed. 

The court, per Chief Justice Simpson, held — 

1. That the statute under which the action 
was brought and recovery had contains a pro- 
vision, that all actions brought under it shall 
be commenced within one year from the time 
of the death complained of. It is therefore 
contended that it was necessary for the plain- 
tiff to allege, in order that it might appear she 
had an existing cause of action, that the kill- 
ing had occurred within one year preceding 
the commencement of the action. The pro- 
vision relerred to constitutes the whole of the 
fourth section of the act, and is as follows : 
" The actions under this act shall be commenced 
within one year Irom ike time of such death." 
This provision is nothing more than a limita- 
tion of the time within which .such an action 
can be brought, and it is no more necessary to 
allege, in an action under this statute, when 
the cause of action accrued, in order to show 
that it is not bound by the statute of limita- 
tions, than it is in other kinds of actions. The 
statute of limitations being regarded as a mat- 
ter of strict defense, must, if relied upon, b„' 
pleaded by the delendant in all actions unless 
the petition shows that the action is bound by 
time, and that the plaintiff is not within any 
of the exceptions mentioned in the statute, 
where any exceptions are contained in the 
statute which prescribes the limitation. It is 
not necc-sary that the plaintiff should allege 
in the petition that the action hat been brought 
in due time. 

2. In actions for personal injuries resulting 
ftom negligence, it has always been regarded 
as sufficient for the plaintiff to allege, in gen- 
eral terms, that the injury complained of was 
occasioned by the carelessness and negligence 
of the defendant, without stating the (articu- 
lar circumstances with which the infliction of 
the injury was accompanied, in order to show- 
that it had been accasioned by negligence. An 
allegation of the extent of the injury, and of 
the manner in which it was inflicted, has been 
always regarded as sufficient. (Chitty on 
Pleadings, 650.) 

What constitutes "wilful negligence" must 
be determined by the jury, with the aid of the 
court. It is not a mere matter of late, but of 
fact and law. 

3. Another question was made on the trial 
which properly arises on demurrer. It was 
contended, on behalf of tli3 defendant, that 
the act of the Legislature under which this 
action was brought was unconstitutional, 
because it was in cotlict, as alleged, with that 
provision of the constitution which is contain- 
ed in the 37th section of the 2d article, and 
which declares that "no law enacted by the gen- 
c al assembly shall relate to more than onesub- 
jebt, and that shall be expressed in the title." 

This action was brought under two acts — 
one passed in 1856, (Sew. AH», 1855-6, ptge 
06.) and the other in 1854, {Bus. Arts, 1853-4, 
Vol. 1, pige 175 ) But as the court below de- 
cided th.it the plaintiff could not recover on 
the first paragraph in her petition, and so in- 
structed the jury, the attention of this court 
was confined to the examination of the consti- 
tutional objection exclusively to the latter act. 
The title reads as follows : "An act for the re- 
dress of injuries arising from the neglect or 
misconduct of railroad companies, and others." 
The first two sections relate to the destruc- 
tion of the life of persons and stock, through 
the negligence or carelessness of agents or 
servants of railroad companies. The third 
section, under which this action was brought, 
reads as follows : 

" That if the life of any person is lost or 
destroyed by the wilful neglect of another per- 
son or persons, company or companies, corpo- 
ration or corporations, their agents or servants, 
then the personal representative of the de- 
ceased shall have the right to sue such person 
or persons, company or companies, corporation 
or corporations, and recover punitive damages 
for the loss or destruction of the life aforesaid." 
The only object contemplated by this statute 
is the redress of injuries to the life of persons 
or of stock, occasioned by negligence. The 
fact that a remedy is afforded by the statute 
for such injuries, as well against natural as 
artificial persons, docs not impart to it the 
character of a law which embraces various and 
distinct subjects. The su'jet is the redress of 
injuries to life ro-ulting from negligence ; no 
othar tubjedt is embraced by the act, nor docs 
it contain any provision which does not relate 
to that sa'j/eU. The title of the act fully and 
clearly expresses the subject as thus defined. 
II is not, therefore, embraced by the constitu- 
tional prohibition relied on. 

4. It is also contended, that this law is lia- 
ble to another constitutional objection, viz. : 
that an act of the defendant for which it au- 
thorizes an action to be brought, and punitive 
dimages recovered, is an offense for which he 
is criminally responsible, and therefore, if he 
can bj subjected to punitive damages in this 
action, he may be punished twice for the same 
offense, in direct contravention of the consti- 
tutional provision on that subject 

This objection, say the court, is evidently 
based upon a misconception of the meaning of 
the expression punitive damages contained in 
the act. The plaintiff is authorized to recov- 
er damages for the injury sustained, and these 
dam iges are to be vindictive ; or, in other words, 
punitive. The recovery is for the loss sus- 
tained, but the damages to be allowed therelbr 
are to be exemplary. This it the sense in 
which the word punitive has been frequently 
used by this court, and it is evidently the sense 
in which it was used by the legislature. Pu- 
nitive, vindictive, and exemplary damages, arc 
all synonymous terms. In an action for an 
assault and battery, the plaintiff may recover 
vindictive damages, although the defendant 
might be indicted for the same offense. The 
recovery in the one ca<e is for the private in- 
jury, and in the oth.T the punishment is in- 
flicted for the public wrong. Vindictive dam- 
ages operate, it is true, by way of punishment, 
but they are allowcvl 06 oouip?0£3Aory far tho 
private injury. 



The law which authorizes this action and 
the recovery of punitive damages is not liable 
to condemnation. Its object is not to inflict a 
penalty, but to remunerate for the loss sus- 
tained. Every recovery for a personal injury, 
with or without vindictive damages, operates 
in some degree as a punishment, but it is the 
punishment which results from the redress of 
a private wrong. and does not therefore violate 
either the meaning or the spirit of the Consti- 
tution. Chapter 28, section 4. of the Revised i 
Statutes, which declares, that "the commission 
of a felony shall not stay or merge any civil , 
remedy of the party aggrieved against the 
felon," is but declaratory of the law as it pre- 
viously existed in this State. (Elen vs. L. cj- 1 
F. Hailroad Company, 14 D. .Won., 205.) If, 
therefore, the act of tlie defendant, by which 
the plaintiffs husband lost his life, amounted 
to a felony, or only a misdemeanor, which is 
not now decided, still the plaintiff can main- 
tain her action and recover punitive damages. 
This court is apprised of the decisions on this 
subject, in which it has been held that vindic- 
tive damages cannot be recovered in an action 
for an injury which is also punishable by in- 
dictinent. (Austin and wife is. Wilson and 
wife, 4 Cash., '11 'A; mtitneg vs. JliUhcock, 4 
lienio, 461.) Whether such damages can be 
legally awarded in any case, is a question 
about which different and conflicting opinions 
have prevailed. The arguments and authori- 
ties on both sides of the question can be found 
in 2d vol. Oreenteof on Evidence, page 250, 
note n, and Bedjvtick on Damages, pages 37 
and 453. 

The right to recover vindictive damages for 
personal injuries, where the commission of the 
act complained of is accompanied with circum- 
stances of aggravation, has been repeatedly re- 
cognized by this court as proper, and this 
must now be regarded as the settled law in 
this State. 

5. The circuit court gave an instruction to 
this effect, that "by punitive damages is meant 
exemplary damages, by way of smart money 
as well as those given by way of compensa- 
tion." This court held that the ii.struction 
was not objectionable. The statute, in au- 
thorizing the recovery of punitive damages, 
intended them as compensatory for the loss 
sustained and on account of the nature and 
aggravation of the injury. It is, therefore, 
the increase of damages resulting from the 
character of the defendant's conduct that is de- 
nominated punitive or vindictive. 

6. The circuit court, at the instance of the 
appellant, instructed the jury that the plain- 
tiff could not recover in this action if the 
death was accidental — not premeditated, and 
not produced by wilful neglect, lie now com- 
plains that the circuit court did not explain to 
the jury the meaning of the expression "wil- 
ful neglect." This court held, that if it was 
deemed necessary that an additional explana- 
tion of the words should l>e given, it was the 
duty of the appellant to have asked for it. 

7. Reputation and cohabitation are admis- 
sible in civil cases to prove the existence of 
the relation of husband and wife. Such was 
the character of the evidence objected to in 
the court below. It was admissible for the 
purpose for which it was introduced. 

H. If the plaintiff's petition contained causes 
of action which could not l>e joined in the 
same action, the objection should have been 
made before filing the answer* It is waived, 
unless made before filing th; answer. A sub- 
sequent motion conies too late. I'esides, the 
appellant, even if it were conceded there was 
a misjoinder, is not injured, as the court be- 
low instructed the jury that the plaintiff 
could not recover on the cause of action con- 
tained in the first paragraph in the petition, 
and thereby confined the right of recovery to 
one cause of action alone. 

9. It appeared upon the trial that the de- 
fendant improperly presented a loaded pistol 
in a room where many persons were present, 
and that whilst he held it in his hand it was 
discharged, the load striking and killing plain- 
tiff's husband. The individual killed was not 
the person with whom the defendant was 
quarreling, nor the person whom he intended 
to injure: but the act of drawing and present- 
ing a loaded pistol with an intention to use it, 
in a room where there were many persons to- 
gether; manifests such an utter disregard of the 
consequences that might result from the use 
of the weapon, as leaves the party without any 
excuse for his conduct. The killing, although 
not intentional, was the result of perfect reck- 
lessness, and as such rendered the defendant 
liable for the civil injury which was produced 
by his wilful negligence. 

The verdict was for one thousand dollars in 
damages. It would not be regarded us exces- 1 
sive, even if punitive damages were not allow 
able in such cases. 

Judgment affirmed.

i whether the interest of the infants requires the 
sile to be made. In this case the coinmissioi- 
ers were appointed, but mad.- no report, and 
consequently the court had no power to decree 
a sale. It was contended that the appellants 
have no right to prosecute this appeal, and that 
it is barred by the Lapse of time. 

The wife, one of the appellants, claims to 

j be one of the infants whose land was sold, and 
th it she had had married 0 issity since the 
sale was made. If this had been denied by 
plea filed for the purpose, the appellants 
would have had the opportunity of estab- 
lishing it by proof. The limitation could only 
have been relied on by plea. In this case it 
would have been unavailing, as the persons 
whose lands were sold were inlants, and the 
statute did not run against them. 
Judgment reversed.

"Rut ro- operation or anion, by the Opposition o' 
Kentucky, is now anil forevei undesirable and in.* 
possible, with anv party or persons, who 6cck, bv 
the action of the Federal Government, lliroujn 
any of its departments, to interfere with the in- 
stitn'-Ion of slavery." 

Tbe Journal undorUkes to create the impres- 
sion tliit in this reso ution it was not hv ended to 
say that Congress should not interfere to protect. 
The opinions of the gentleman who dralted this 
resolution is in flat contradiction of this supposi- 
tion. Judge Nicholas, who dialled this indict- 
ment, is a strong opponent of the Dred Scott di - 
cision, and wrote column alter column against i'. 
In dr illing the resolution the reference to inter 
lere by any of the departments was, doubllesslv, 
intended bif him to refer directly to the decision 
ol which lie so much disapproved, and we pre- 
sume it was so understood by the committee on 
re.-olutioiis and the whole convention. 

At that time the new resolution, that interfer 
ence did not mean Interference, bad not been 
made. It was intended that this resolution should 
gn further than th- resolutions of the Cincinnati 
platlorm. It is clearly and positively aimed at 
the Dred Scott decision. Wc do not know tint 
language from the pen of the gentleman who 
dratted the resolutions could be much stronger. 
He hss argued as lily as he could in such a bad 
Cause, to provcthat thatdeci'ion was incorrect. It 
isconecilcd that the decision so far interferes as to 
recognize slaves as property, and place, them on 
the footing of other property. Against this 
Judge Nicholas protests and presents the above 
resolution, in which he, in the name of the new 
party, refuse* co operation with any party which 
seeks "through any of its departments to inter- 
fere with the institution of slavery." Are not 
the courts the particular depirtmeiit referred to? 
If not, what does tlie resolution meant We do 
not wish to do the gentleman injustice, nnJ il 
anv one bv his authority will deny this plain in- 
ference we will admit that we have misunderstood 
his words.

Napoleon's Proclamation Issued at Milan 

New York, Sunday night, June 26 — The 
ste. nner Bremen brings London dates to the 1-ltli, 
and I he important items of news are, that there 
had been no more battles fought. The Austr'. 
ans were still on the retreat. A new British 
Mini-try had been formed with Palmer-ton at its 
head, and Lord John R'asSeH fur leader in the 
Hou-e, and Meitemich is dead. 

Presuming you have the general news summary 
from your regular coi respondent, I send you Na- 
poleon's proclamation to the Lombards, and the 
London Time-' comments thereon. The follow- 
ing proclamation h is been published at Milan: 

"The fortune of war has conducted me to the 
capital ol Lomh.irdy. Let uie tell >ou why I am 
here When Austria i.iijiistly attacked Piedmont, 
I resolved to sustain me King of Sard. ilia, my 
ally. The honor and interests of France made 
this my duty. Your enemies, who are my clie- 
nt es, Bare endeavored to diminish the sympathy 
which exists throughout all Europe for your cause, 
by trying to persaade the world that I am carry- 
ins on this war only for personal ambition or to 
aggrandise the territory of France. If there are 
men who do not understand their epoch I am not 
of the number. n the enligh'ei ed slate of pub- 
lie opinion which prevails, men are greater by 
the moral influence w hich they exereise than by 
birrcn onaoatStSi anJ this moral influence I seek 
alter with pride in contributing to emancipate 
one of the most b autilul parts of Europe. Your 
reception has proved to me that you have under- 
stood me. 

"I do not come herewith any preconceived 
plan to dispossess sovereigns, nor to impose my 
ow n will upon you My army will onlyoccu|y 
itaell nlth two things — to combat your enemies 
and mimtain internal order. It will place no «l- 
etade in the way of a free manifestation of your 
legitimate wishes. Providence sometimes lavors 
nations like indivtduau>i in giving ihem occasion 

to rise suddenly to greatne.-s; but it is on condi 
tion that they have the virtue to profit by it. 

"Profit, then, by the fortune which is offered 
yoe. Your desire of independence, so long ex- 
pressed, so often deceived, will be realized if you 
show yourself worthy of il. Unite then, for one 
sole object, the eniranebisement of your country. 
Beck military organization. H isten, all of you, 
to place yourselves under the Hag ol King Victor 
Em o.uel, who has already so nobly shown you the 
pith ol honor. Remember, that without discip 
iine there is no rrmy, and animated with the sa- 
cred fire of patriotism, be nothing to-day but 
soldiers. To morrow you will be free cit.zensof 
a great country.
